MCGILL MEETS 
ST. MICHAEL'S 

Debaters Oppose American Col- 
lege Team Tonight 

Will Challenge Value of Writ- 
ten Constitution for 
Social Progress 



"A constitution must be flexible 
enough lb conform to the natural 
demands of social evolution." stat- 
ed Leo Roback in connection with 
tonight's debate between McGill 
and St. Michael's College. Vermont. 
"In an age of such great social 
changes a written constitution in- 
variably proves a barrier to pro- 
gress." Roback. with Leonard Ber- 
cuson will uphold the negative of 
the resolution "A Written Consti- 
tution Is Necessary for Social Pro- 
gress" when the two teams meet at 
8 o'clock in the Union, in this term's 
first Intercollegiate debate. 

Bercuson said last eight that Mc- 
Gill's main arguments will be that 
a written constitution naturally 
tends to stultify reform by rigidly 
keeping the status quo. Progress, 
he claimed, depends on man's free- 
dom to go ahead, without the re- 
straining influences of two hundred 
years ago. 

Both of McGill's representatives 
are experienced debaters. Roback is 
a former holder of the Reford 
trophy. The team from St. Michael's, 
which will defend a written consti- 
tution as seen in the United Statci 
and Canada, has not yet been 
named. The President of the Mc- 
Gill Debation Union, Horace 
Baugh. will preside at the debate. 

The Debating Union has arranged 
for three other debates to be held 
this term. "Resolved that the Unit- 
ed States and Great Britain Should 
Form a Military Alliance" will be 
the subject of the first, which will 
take place in Montreal with a team 
from Western Reserve McGill will 
oppose Laval University in Quebec, 
and the University of Florida in 
Montreal later in the year.

In addition to her newspaper 
work Miss Forbes has written sev- 
eral books including "Forbidden 
Road; Kabul to Samarkand," "A 
Unicorn in the Bahamas" and Eight 
Republics in Search of a Future." 
Miss Forbes has filmed "From Red 
Sea to Blue Nile."

Unable to carry out t lie busi- 
ness of (lie meeting because of 
interruptions from the assem- 
bled students, (lie executive of 
the Canadian Student Assembly 
yesterday afternoon adjourned 
its session in Strathcona Hall 
before any of the reports from 
the delegates to its recent con- 
ference at St. Anne de Bcllcvuc 
could be given. 

With over three hundred students 
attending the meeting called by the 
McGill Branch of the Canadian 
Student Assembly for the purpose 
"of presenting the full facts of the 
conference," the gathering was in- 
terrupted almost at the beginning 
by Richard Murray, second year 
law student, who attempted to pre- 
sent a resolution calling for the 
dissolution of the Canadian Student 
Assembly at McGill. 

Resolution Presented. 

Ivor Williams, chairman of the 
meeting, refused to recognize Mur- 
ray, saying that a question and reso- 
lution period was provided in the 
agenda for the end of the meeting, 
after the delegate's reports had 
been heard. As Murray continued 
to press for a discussion of his reso- 
lution, the crowd got out of hand, 
some of it saying "let him speak," 
others crying, "let's hear lite dele- 
gates report." 

Ivor Williams then called upon

Page of Gutenberg Bible Shown 
In Redpath Printing Exhibition 

Wood Cuts, Examplet of Medieval Printing and Rare 
Books Displayed — Chinese Blacksmith Was 
Inventor of Movable Type

Gutenberg was not the Inventor 
of moveahle type, states a memo In 
the exhibition, commemorating Ihe 
SOOlh anniversary of the printing of 
the Gutenherg Bible, which opened 
yesterday in the Redpath Library. 
It appears that a Chinese hlack- 
smilh, Pi Shlng, living about Ihe 
year A D. 1000, invented and used 
moveable type made of porcelain, 
printing on plastic clay hardened 
by fire. 

It Is a far cry from Ihe Baby- 
lonian clay tablet of the year 2220 
B. C. forming a receipt for In tal 
sheep and two lambs, to Guten- 
berg's first Vulgate Bihlc, a page of 
the first edition of which is on view. 
The printing of Gutenberg's Bible 
was the renaissance of a forgotten 
art. 

Writing was difficult and requir- 
ed sn enormous amount of time, 
artistry, and patience before Gut- 
enberg'* lime. Only a few frag- 
menls of earlier attempt* remain. 
Egyptian woodcuts of ihe 1 3th ccn- 
turg, B.C.. Greek manuscript* of the 
11th century, and a piece of pot- 
tery used by some Greek as a memo, 
wilh six lines of Greek writing 
on It arc the only types of print- 
ing which seem now to remain of 
all early attempts at the art. 

By the lath century the art of 
wining had odvanced lo a perfec- 
tion unknown loday. Il iL) closely 
resembled Gutenberg's printing 
that it is only possible to lell llicm 
apart by looking for small errors 



and spots of ink on the written 
work. 

The prize exhibit Is, of course, 
the first page ol the first edition 
of Ihe Gutenberg Bible. There is 
no dutc on it, neither is there the 
place of printing, or the name of 
Ihe printer. The work is also call- 
ed |he 42-line Bible, or Ihe Maza- 
rin Bible, for when il was thought 
that no example nf it was extant, 
a copy was found in the library of 
Cardinal Mazarln, It is printed 
in Latin, with Gothic characters, 
mid though copies exist mi both 
paper and vellum, Ihe first ono is 
believed tn have been printed on 
paper. 

Sanscrit, French, English, and 
Dutch printing up to the year 1800 
are represented In the exhibition, 
all very profusely illustrated by 
wood culs. Among these- are quite a 
number of very rare and interest- 
ing books such as copies ot Papal 
Bulls, the liorlus Sanilatis Major 
(author unknown) Ihu first printed 
book on zoology, printed in HU7; 
Petrarch's Triumph!, printed at 
Milan in NiU, an original leal from 
Chaucer's Canterbury Talcs, print- 
ed by Caxlon about 1478; as well as 
a copy of the Montreal Guzcttc of 
June 5, 1788. Works by John Locke, 
Johnson, Sir Thomas More, Pliny 
the Elder. Plutarch, and a great 
number of other writers conclude 
an cxhjbit which makes these au- 
thor- live and breathe in uur own 
time, and give meaning to then 
works which few can realize with- 
out seeing the exhibit. 



"It's Not for Knowledge" 

An Editorial 

Rowdyism, lock of reoson, and mob feeling instead 
of good manners, British fair-play, and individual right of 
expression — there is Ihe story of yesterday's fiascoes in 
a nutshell. 

It was evident from the stroke of five o'clock — and 
long before — that the Canadian Student Assembly's 
meeting was "packed"; it was evident that on organized 
group led by one or two demagogues was bound to break 
up the meeting. It was as disgraceful an exhibition of 
ill-mannered mob-rule as has been seen around McGill 
for some years. 

Con there be any defence, in a democratic country, 
for hooting, jeering, moving of unconstitutional resolu- 
tions, arousing of emotions by false statements, and show- 
ing of scant respect for private property? Such activities 
make one question the value of a university education. 

The CS.A. is a minority group. A portion of student 
opinion, now aroused from long-standing lethargy by an- 
other active minority, suddenly wants to wipe out the 
C.S.A., or ot the very least to change its name to one less 
suggestive of complete student backing. 

No one questions the right of any body of students 
to oppose the CS.A. or to oppose any other ccmpus 
society, large or small. Such opposition, however, should 
be carried out, not in the undemocratic manner evidenced 
yesterday, but through the channels provided by our 
student government.

The Canadian Student As- 
sembly last night issued the fol- 
lowing statement concerning 
the meeting which it held yes- 
terday afternoon and which was 
adjourned before any business 
could be conducted: 



February 6. 1940. 
Statement by Executive of the 

McGill Committee of the 
Canadian Student Assembly. 

The traditional basis of university 
life — freedom of discussion — was 
arbitrarily set aside at McGill this 
afternoon The undemocratic tactics 
of a group of hoodlums has been 
the means of preventing other stu- 
dents from making a fair and ob- 
jective judgement of the National 
Conference reports which McGill 
delegates were prepared to present. 

The CS.A. is not an attempt to 
usurp the powers with which Stu- 
dents' Councils and Alma Mater So- 
cieties are constituted. It is a means 
through which students may under- 
take those responsibilities which 
they consider most important at 
this lime— no more, no less. The 
seven point program selected by the 
McGill delegation is as follows: 
scholarship campaign, development 
o.f student co-operatives, canvass of 
student opinion on youth problems 
(conscription, civil liberties, profit- 
eering, youth training), improve- 
ment ol university curriculum, 
maintenance of civil liberties, stu- 
dent speakers' bureau. CO-operatlon 
or amalgamation with the NFC. 
US. 

The CS.A. will welcome the op- 
portunity to present the facts re- 
garding its conference and program 
at a Students' Society meeting. In 
the interests of a fair evaluation 
by students wo trust that a full 
statement pi the program and struc- 
ture of the Assembly will bo 
carried in the Dally so that judg- 
ment may be based on information 
and not on organized prejudice. 

The C S.A. believes in its program 
and principles. We state them 
openly. We trust the democrati- 
cally attained judgment of the 
student body lo maintain our right 
of meeting and of expression. Wo 
decry the blockade ot channels of 
information by a clique, lacking 
principles, and not daring to state 
its real program openly. W'c stand 
by democracy.

A group of students met last 
night in the Reading Room of 
the Union and adopted the fol- 
lowing resolution declaring the 
McGill branch of the Canadian 
Student Assembly to be dis- 
solved: 



"Inasmuch as the students of Mc- 
Gill University have lost confidence 
in the executive of the Canadian 
Student Assembly at McGill, we 
hereby resolve that the executive 
of that body is declared out of 
office. 

"The chair of this meeting beini 
vacant, we hereby elect J. R. 
Murray chairman. 

"We, McGill students meeting a:- 
the Canadian Student Assembly at 
McGill, declare that in view of the 
undemocratic and non-representa- 
tive nature of the Canadian Stu- 
dent Assembly the former activities, 
résolutions and statements of the lo- 
cal assembly do not represent the 
opinions of McGill students, and 
that since the Students Society ol 
McGill us the sole constitutional 
and democratic body for expressing 
official McGill student opinion, ana 
since the title "Canadian Student 
Assembly" is misleading «.nd decep- 
tive to those who do not kuow the 
real nature and purposes of this 
minority organization. 

"Therefore, be it resolved, in jus- 
tice to the greater body of McGill 
students and to the enlightenment 
of the public, that the Canadian 
Student Assembly at McGiU be dis- 
solved, and that hereafter the small 
numbers who originally were 
members of it join the various dis- 
cussion groups already in existence 
at McGill such as the Student Peace 
Movement for peace questions, the

Meeting yesterday afternoon 
in the Union Reading Room af- 
ter being ejected from Strath- 
cona Hall, a group of boisterous 
students passed two resolutions,, 
one calling for a dissolution of 
the McGill Branch of the Cana- 
dian Student Assembly and the 
other for a meeting of the Stud- 
ents' Society in the near future 
''for the purpose of dissociating 
ourselves from the Canac 
Student Assembly, and to vote 
on such motions as may be 
necessary to remove the Cana- 
dian Student Assembly from. 
McGill insofar as it is within 
the constitutional powers of the 
Students' Society." 

Show of Hands. 
The resolution calling for a 
meeting of the Students' Society 
adopted by a rowdy show oi 
hands from the ileor was preceded 
by a resolution which was adopted 
with cheers by the students gauv 
ered in the Reading Room and 
which declared that inasmuch as 
the students of McGill University 
had lost confidence in the executive 
of the Canadian Student Assembly 
branch at McGill the executive was 
declared out of office. 

The gathering of students then 
proceeded to elect Richard Murray, 
who had been acting as chairman 
of the meeting in the Union, as 
president of the local Student 
Assembly; the students then de- 
clared that they were meeting a3 
the Canadian Student Assembly at 
McGill and that they thought the 
opinions of the Student Assembly 
did not represent the opinion o£ 
the student body at McGill. 
Resolved That... 
As a result of these beliefs it was 
resolved that "in justice to th« 
greater body of McGill students 
and to the enlightenment of the 
public, the CSA. at McGill be dis- 
solved." To provide for discussion, 
groups within the CS.A. the resolu- 
tion continued that the various 
groups should continue ss part of 
I such bodies at McGill as the Stu- 
dent Peace Movement, the Cosmo- 
politan Club, the Student Christian 
Movement, the Philosophical Soci- 
ety and the Social Problems Club. 

The meeting broke up soon after 
tho adoption of the resolutions 
and short talks by George C. Mc- 
Donald and Frances Cox.

Throughout this winter, the war 
against Germany has been marked, gener- 
ally speaking, by great inactivity along all 
fronts; true, we hear rumours of rumbles 
and patrols along the LineE, vivid stories of 
distress at sea, and intermittent reports of 
aerial action, but no major engagements in- 
volving whole divisions of troops have yet 
been fought. 

This spring, however, at soon as the 
Western Front is clear of snows and mists, 
the story will probably be different; per- 
haps a second Vimy or a second Ypres, 
will be fought: perhaps the Germans will 
begin to hammer at Belgium, at Holland, 
and at Switzerland; perhaps the war will 
begin to affect us much more than it has 
been for the past few months. 

Returning to the Canadian situation, 
what hat the Dominion Government done 
about conscription? Apart from the Lib- 
erals' promises not to introduce conscrip- 
,tion, the matter ha.- not been discussed. 
^However, if, as we have suggested, the war 
■does worsen in April, May, and June, there 
is good reason to expect that conscription 
-will be a very prominent item on the Par- 
liamentary order paper. 

Nobody likes, the thought of conscrip- 
tion, and nobody wants it now, least of all 
those college students whom such a regula- 
tion would effect. Therefore, when the 
1CJ3.A. ballot asks the question, "Should 
compulsory military service of maii-powcr 
be introduced (aj at all (b) for ovèrseat 
aervice (<:) for military service in Canada 
only?", the answer to the first two ques- 
tions would be a convincing NO, with a 
sprinkling of YESES to the third. 

Thus, opposition to any move to intro- 
duce conscription in Canada was voted by 
an "overwhelming" majority of the Debat- 
ing Parliament of University College of the 
University of Toronto last Friday. There 
j« no need for conscription now, in this 
j^OOth of February; students are noted for 
their lack of fortnight; therefore they will 
answer in the negative to this question. 

Now if Hitler decides to begin his Iong- 



mootod NliUkrirg against the Allies, es- 
pecially Kngland, and svippoto Ik* considéra 
it necessary, in order to further hid omis, to 
march through a neutral country or two as 
well, it seems quite possible that there will 
be a great, need of men and materials to 
stop his degradations. Thru, and only then, 
will Parliament begin to discuss conscrip- 
tion; then and only then, will such n ques- 
tionnaire be of any use. Feeling will bp 
aroused: the student will again view (lie im- 
mediate situation, and a majority of ques- 
tionnaires will be answered in the affirma- 
tive, 

So much for the first point ; it seems 
inevitable that the results of a question- 
naire answered now would be cancelled out 
by the results of such a poll conducted at a 
time in the future when the need for na- 
tionalisation of resources, both animate and 
inanimate, is far more pressing than it is 
now. 

Let us now examine a few of the ques- 
tions themselves and try to determine 
whether or not they can be answered ex- 
plicitly and unambiguously. 

"Do you believe that Government 
measures such as the Excess Profits Tax 
and the Price Control Board have prevent- 
ed profiteering?"' How many of the 45,000 
student.- mentioned could on the spur of the 
moment, explain succintly the terms of 
these? Government incisures? Of what 
value would their answers to this question 
be? 

How many students know and under- 
stand the Defence of Canada Regulations 
sufficiently well to express an opinion re- 
garding their application insofar as matters 
of free speeeh, press, etc., arc concerned? 

"Would conscription affect our na- 
tional unity i.aï favourably (h) adversely 
(c) at all?" Surely if our unity is not af- 
fected favourably, it must be affected ad- 
versely; how are we to answer the ''at all" 
clause? 

It seems obvious thai the questions 
asked are not clear and unambiguous, that 
the replies received can be interpreted so as 
to express diametrically opposite views, and 
that generally there is little to be gained 
from such a questionnaire at the present 
time. 

It is. however, for the C.S.A. to realize 
this fact and consequently for them to 
withdraw their plan, not for the Students' 
Executive Council or the Students" Society 
to stop them from conducting such a poll, 
thus refusing a minority the right to express 
its opinion. Regardless of the outcome of 
this controversy, the result is of interest to 
most McGill students and as such must and 
will receive coverage in the news columns 
of the Daily. 



THE EARTH TURNS 



Will the English blockade force the Nazi 
regime to launch a military offensive in the 
Spring? For the last two or three years the 
opinion has been almost unanimous among the 
greatest military experts of Europe and Amer- 
ica that Germany could not stand a long war, 
and that her only hope in a major conflict must 
therefore rest upon a successful lightning at- 
tack followed by a lightning peace. This con- 
ception is justly based upon the empty social 
and economic structure of the Nazi State. It 
holds that the failure of Germany to crush the 
Allies in a few months means that she must 
indefinitely face the disastrous effects of an 
English blockade. For such a blockade would 
not only deprive her of essential raw materials 
vital to the prosecution of the war, but would 
hasten the revolt of the German people against 
the Nazi regime. 

"Defensive War" Theory. 
Based largely upon a knowledge of Ger- 
many's internal weaknesses and the strength 
of British and French defences there was built 
up the Allied theory of a "defensive war". If 
the Nazi regime could be ultimately smashed 
by meant of terrific economic pressure, why 
then risk a costly offensive against the Siegfried 
Line? Wars arc nothing but acts of diplomacy 
carried out by forceful meant. By merely frus- 
trating any attempt on the part of the Nazis 
to launch a successful Blitzkrieg, the Allies 
could win the war. For it is clear that in the 
long run Germany could not compete with the 
•almost unlimited resources of the Western Em- 
pire. 

In essence this is the particular line of mili- 
tary policy which the Allies have been pur- 
suing thu* far. The blockade i* cutting deeply 
Into Germany's export and import trade. The 
Allied air arm has been immeasurably strength- 
ened to challenge the well-advised threat of 
Goering* squadrons. The British navy has 
complete control of the seas. The Maginot Line, 
which is probably the most effective system of 
fortification* ever devised by man, acts as a 
gigantic Darner against any Nazi attack. While 
every day finds the Allies extending their econ- 
omic and military superiority by drawing upon 
their colonial empires. 

Blockade Effective. 

But in the field of international politics it 
Is not always possible or desirable to adhere- 
indefinitely to a particular theory of military 
policy, especially when unforseen conditions 
arise which strike at the very heart of it. There 
is no doubt but that for the last five months 
the Allies have been waging a diplomatic and 
defensive war. But whether or nol they v m 
continue such a poliry on Hie Wfstcrn Front 
drpnids on Hie desired effectiveness of Hie 
blockade and the strength of those internal an- 
tagonisms opposed te the. Nazi regime. On the 
other hand, the present policies of Berlin de- 
pend upon the ability to find adequate com- 



pensation tor her Mc-nOmlc losses by an in- 
creased expansion of trndr with Russia and 
with the Balkan countries. 

11 can snfrly be aikunicd Hint should Ger- 
many succeed In sprendins her economic dom- 
ination over the Balkans, as she Is nl present 
trying to do, then the bnslr, of nil Allied defen- 
sive war would bo severely undermined, And 
the acceptance of this fad might lead to an 
Anglo-French offensive In the Spring. For nn 
Churchill pointed out In tho House of Com- 
mons two years ago: "At present Germany 
might contemplait a short war, bul once she 
lias laid hands on the Ualkau countries and ex- 
tended her power lo the Black Sea, the Nail 
regime will be able to feed Itself Indefinitely 
however long the war may last." 

♦ ♦ * 

Tim Balkans may then hold Ihe key lo 
the whole European situation as far as Hip pre- 
sent stage of the war is concerned. At the re- 
cent Conference held at Belgrade the Allies 
tried hard to encourage the formation of a solid 
Balkan bloc under the leadership of Turkey— 
a bloc which would resist any further Nazlflca- 
tion of Southeastern Kurope. Germany coun- 
tered with ominous warnings to Hungary and 
Rumania that she would not tolerate any vio- 
lation of her "natural rights" in the Balkan and 
Danublan areas. Although the Conference ac- 
complished nothing spectacular except to re- 
flect a strong desire on the part of tho countries 
to remain at peace, nevertheless these rlrh areas 
still remain an open market upon which the 
Nstl regime can feed. And an long as this situ- 
ation continues there is no reason to anticipate 
a quick collapse of the German Government. 

The point that must be realized at the pre- 
sent tune is that the international situation has 
not yet fully chrysallized, Sooner ot later the 
neutral countries will have lo lake sides. What 
will Italy do? Will she adhere to her military 
alliance 111 the event of an Allied offensive? 
What of the Russian enigma? Will the Scan- 
danavian countries be forced into the Russo- 
Finnish War? One tiling is certain, and that is 
if the Allies do abandon their defensive war il 
w ill be in the light of those vast diplomatic and 
military changes which have been taking place 
since the outbreak of the present conflict.

Anonymity "Nonsense"

Sir:— In your editorial today 
under the heading "Anonymous 
Poslcrs". you Issued a tacit Invita- 
tion to write letters concerning the 
CS.A. 

This editorial. Sir, doe* not hnng 
together, mid is certainly not In line 
with your avowed policy of "Free- 
dom of Speech." When a group of 
students avail themselves of their 
democratic right lo express their 
views In the most convenient man- 
ner, you pour foul vituperation 
upon them and Call them cowardly, 
puerile, and cast aspersions upon 
their manhood simply because you 
do not agreo with their attitude. 
And yet you root, for democracy! 

Why not use posters to express 
opinions? Political candidates do so. 
All kinds of people put up posters 
mound McGill, and nothing is said 
by Iho Daily until, out of sheer ex- 
asperation brought on by repeated 
annoyances of the same type, some 
students decide that their opinion 
is worth airing also. 

These posters were no more 
anonymous than any other poster 
that has appeared in the past.

The Purple and White squad ia 
made up of most of last year's team, 
and the Reds have only two new 
men. This being the case, McGill'* 
chances of a win are good, for last 
year the league ended in a three- 
way tie— McGill. Western, Toronto. 
Redmen Improved. 

The Reds are a star-spangled 
five. Their first loss to Queens 
was a surprise and shock, for their 
team was a rather weak one. The 
defeat, which was not a very con- 
vincing one. having a score of 47-39. 
may be considered just one of those 
things. Coach Van Wagner is well 
pleased with his men. a fact which 
speaks highly of their ability. 

Toronto is the present league 
leader, having won two games out 
of two. McGill and Western are 
running next, though this status 
will be definitely altered Friday 
night. Western has taken one of 
its two games from Queens by 9 
points, having dropped the other to 
Toronto. Queens is definitely in 
the cellar, having lost two of three 
contests and the Reds are likely to 
join them if a win is not forth- 
coming. 

Defense Scoring Power. 

The high-scoring forward line of 
Giannasio. Purdie, and Holdridge is 
expected to click well for the Reds; 
while the Sandberg-Kingston de- 
fense line has a very high scoring 
average. The fact that both for- 
wards and defense are potential 
point providers will probably do 
much to securing a McGill victory.

He will also traco Ihe linking up 
of the West Coast with the East 
through the medium of fur trading, 
and will speak on the Oregon 
Boundary Dispute and the rslnh- 
llshment of a Crown Colony on 
Vancouver Island. A Crown Colony 
was established on the mainland in 
1H5B, and merged with thai on Ihe 
Island before the lime of Confed- 
eration. At this lime, there were 
three points of view: some favoured 
annexation with the United Slates; 
others wished to join with Ihe 
other Provinces in forming n Cana- 
dian Confederacy, and still others 
desired lo remain a separate Crown 
Colony, as before Ihe question of 
Confederation ever arose.

NATIONAL RESEARCH COUNCIL 

BURSARIES. STUDENTSHIPS, 
FELLOWSHIPS AND SPECIAL 
SCHOLARSHIPS 

The National Research Council 
has considered the views expressed 
by eminent educational and re- 
search authorities that mpre 
adequate provision should be made 
in Canada to assist the most prom- 
ising new graduates in science to 
proceed with post-graduate training 
in research. 

The Council considers that assist- 
ance to such students to proceeu 
with their first year of post- 
graduate research work, should be 
rendered by the Council in co- 
operation with Canadian universi- 
ties and, consequently, it has de- 
cided to reserve its Bursaries for 
applicants in this category, on the 
condition that the university at 
which a Bursary is held shall waive 
or otherwise provide tuition fees. 

Owing to keen competition, 
Bursaries have usually been award- 
ed, in Ihe past, to persons with 
one or more year's post-graduate 
research experience. Applicants in 
this category are eligible to apply 
for Studentships, the number of 
which has been increased. 

Bursaries of the value of $L'50 will 
be open to award to applicants who 
have graduated with high distinc- 
tion in scientific study. 

Studentships of the value of $650 
will be open to award to applicants 
who have had experience in re- 
search work in science for at least 
one year following graduation. 

Fellowships of the value of $750 
will be open to award to applicants 
who have given distinct evidence 
of capacity to conduct independent 
research in science. 

Special Scholarships tenable at 
the National Research Council in 
Ottawa, in certain fields in which 
these laboratories possess special 
equipment for research work which 
is not available at Canadian Uni- 
versities, may be awarded as 
follows: 

Four Post-Graduate Scholarships 
ol the value of $750, tenable for 
twelve mouths, will be open to 
award to applicants who have to 
their credit at least one year of 
post-graduate work leading to a 
Master's degree or equivalent, and 
whoso applications aie approved by 
a Canadian university. Althougn 
other departments of science are 
not excluded, applications in the 
field of Engineering will receive 
preferred consideration. 

Two Post- Doctorate Scholarships 
of the value of $1,000, tenable for 
twelve months, will be open to 
award to applicants who, having 
completed their work for the Ph.D. 
degree, desiro to profit from the 
expérience tu bo gained in the 
laboratories the National Re- 
search Council, before going into 
Industrial or other work. 

Travelling Allowance — Grantees 
who have to travel 300 miles or 
more may, at the discretion of the 
Council, be granted an allowance 
toward travelling expenses. Such 
travel grants shall be based on the 
distance between the point whore 
tha award is tenable and the. Dçjat 



where a grantee was located during 
the preceding year. 

Qualifications required are detail- 
ed In the regulations governing 
awards. Applications should be 
strictly confined lo candidates with 
outstanding record*, both In their 
undergraduates and post-graduate 
courses. 

March First is tho final date on 
which applications may be mailed. 

Application Forms and copies of 
the regulations governing Bursaries, 
Studentships and Fellowships, and 
separate regulations governing the 
Special Scholarships, may be ob- 
tained from the Registrar of your 
University. Mail applications direct 
to "The Secretary-Treasurer, Na- 
tional Research Council, Ottawa."

Leonard Foundation Scholarships 

A number of scholarships for 
study In schools and universities in 
Canada will again be offered for 
the 1940-41 session by the Leonard 
Foundation. 

The scholarships are open to men 
and women. A student to be eligible 
must be "a British subject, of the 
white race, of the Christian Re- 
ligion in its Protestant form, and of 
the full age of 14 years." 

A scholarship is not intended to 
defray all the expenses of a stu- 
dent's education, but to assist the 
parent or guardian to enable the 
student to enter any of the selected 
colleges or universities or to con- 
tinue his or her education. Prefer- 
ence in the selection of students 
will be given to the sons and 
daughters respectively of the fol- 
lowing classes or descriptions of 
persons, regardless of the order 
of priority in which they are 
designated: 

fa) Clergymen; 

(b) School teachers; 

(c) Officers, non - commissioned 
officers and men, whether active 
or retired, who have served in His 
Majesty's military, naval or air 
forces; 

(d) Graduates of the Royal 
Military College of Canada; 

(e) Members of the Mining and 
Metallurgical Institute of Canada. 

The University is willing to en- 
dorse and forward with its recom- 
mendation applications of any 
candidates who may wish to apply 
through the University and are ap- 
proved by it. Such candidates must 
make their applications or. forms to 
be obtained from the Registrar's 
Office and return these to the 
Registrar before the 13th of March.

MÏ PROFESSORS 



I demand little of my professors. 
They should know quite a bit more 
about the subject than I; but they 
should display that knowledge only 



who have a wrinkled, leathery look; 
and smell of good pipe tobacco. 
Whether I ever went duck hunting 
with them or not would make little 
difference. It Us the feeling that 
they would make good companions 
that interests me. 

It is not a teacher that I want— it 
is a man with whom I can talk 
about trout flies and deer rifles 
and not feel that his major interest 
in life is History or English or 
Greek. I know that many of my 
ideas on education are wrong by 
modem standards, and that quite 
probably I am lazy; but, neverthe- 
less, these are my ideas. Maybe I 
am not demanding little of my pro- 
fessors, perhaps, I am demanding 
much! but, actually, I only want 
them to be human. 

So far I have said little about 
humour. Humour is another condi- 
ment. In this case it flavours the 
man rather than the course Courses 
have interesting points which must 
be brought out, but few courses 
have even a trace of latent humour. 
The professor must supply the 
humour out of himself. As the in- 
teresting sidelights make the course 
palatable, so humour makes the 
profesor palatable. 

A professor should not have one 
brand of humour— he should have 
many. Even wit, if applied without 
variation becomes tiresome. I dj 
not mean that he should change n;s 
style every day. Rather, he should 
be very versatile and sprinkle his 
wit where it will take root best 
under the existing conditions. 

I have met a few professors who 
have measured up to my ideals. 
One of the few was the head- 
master of a prep school. I was in 
his Latin class for a year and en- 
joyed every lecture. Incidentally, 
that was one of the few years that 
I passed in Latin. Another was 
a mathroatics professor who had 
the endearing habits of rolling his 
own cigarettes and driving a model 
T Ford most of the time — even 
though ho had a new Pontiac in the 
garge. One very interesting man 
was a Jewish army sergeant. Pro- 
fessor of Military Science and Tac- 
tics. His hobby was ballistics, and 
he was an expert crap shooter. 
Then there was a cross-eyed Eng- 
lish professor who had a weakness 
for side-cars. His great accomplish- 
ment was that of being married for 
five years before anybody in the 
school found out about it. Another 
character was an army officer 
whose greatast ambition in life was 
to trisect an angle. 

Interesting men all. and men of 
whose friendship one could be 
proud. They were gentlemen and 
scholars and also very human. They 
d:d not dish out their knowledge, 
they left one to absorb it; and when 
the time was ripe for examinations, 
it was surprising how much knowl- 
edge one had gained. 
As I have said, these are my 



when I ask for it. My ideal is a j ^eas, and I realize that they do not 

come up to the present-day stand- 
ards. The world of today is moving 
swiftly, and I have little desire to 
go along with it. The slower life is 
easier, and I believe that it accom* 
plishes just as much. From here I 
could go on to write of the idyllio 
life of the country where the pace 
is set by the deliberate, unhurried 
step of nature, but perhaps you 
would think that I had lost sight of 
my professor. You would not think 
so, though, if you couid see him 
after hours working over his sweet- 
peas or leaning ou a vino-covered 
stone fence speculating on the 
beauty of a freshly plowed field as 
his pipe sends smoke signals into 
the crisp evening air.
